day in a kidney malfunction that 
has caused new concern for the 
patient with a partial artificial 
heart. 


"Although the patient has not 
regained 
consciousness 
there 
are further signs of improve­ 
ment in the central nervous sys­ 
tem with additional return of 
certain reflexes," the day’s first 
medical bulletin said. 


“There is also some improve­ 
ment of the decreased kidney 
function reported yesterday.” 
Methodist Hospital's final bul­ 
letin 
Sunday 
had 
reported 
“some decrease of kidney func­ 
tion” but said laboratory tests 
indicated the condition was “po­ 
tentially reversible.” 


Neither 
bulletin 
elaborated 
on the condition. 


The first advisory today also 
said DeRudder, 65, of Westville, 
111., continues to show general 
improvement, "particularly in 
the status of his heart function 
and circulation.”

When he is sworn in Wednes­ 
day as Indian commissioner, he 
will become the first Indian in 
nearly a century—and only the 
second in history—to hold that 
position. He succeeds Philleo 
Nash, who resigned. 


The 
commissioner-designate, 
born on the Oneida Indian re­ 
servation in Wisconsin, started 
his government career on the 
Ute Indian reservation in Utah 
33 years ago after graduating 
from an Indian boarding school 
in Kansas. 


His steady climb up through 
the bureau was climaxed last 
month when President Johnson 
nominated him for the agency’s 
top job. 


Of the nation's 550.000 In­ 
dians, some 380,000 still live on 
reservations, many in squalor 
and abject poverty, and Bennett 
plans to ask the Indians what 
can be done to improve their 
lot. 


He disclosed in an interview 
that he will hold a series of 
meetings with Indians this sum­ 
mer. The sessions probably will 
be held, he said, in the South­ 
west, Northwest and northern 
Plains—where 
most 
reserva­ 
tions are located. 


“We 
need 
their 
contribu­ 
tions...! expect them to make 
more of their own decisions," 
Bennett said. “Where we feel 
we need legislation to give the 
tribes more authority, we will 
go to Congress and ask for that 
legislation.” 


This is all designed to lead to 
less government supervision of 
Indians—one of Bennett’s aims. 


“Indian people are becoming 
better educated...and 
I think 
they should be free to use this 
education and experience as 
much as possible in shaping 
their own destiny,” he said. 


Guild Strikes 
Merged Papers 
In New York 


NEW YORK (AP)—A strike 
by the Newspaper Guild of New 
York has shut down the merged 
World Journal Tribune before 
the new corporation could start 
publication 
which 
had 
been 
scheduled for today. 


A voluntary shutdown by four 
other daily 
newspapers 
was 
averted when their publishers 
decided to keep printing on a 
day-to-day basis. 


Matt Meyer, president of the 
new corporation, said shortly 
before midnight that he could 
not predict when the merged 
papers would be published. This 
was in view of the fact that none 
of the 10 unions in the newspa­ 
per industry has a contract with 
the World Journal Tribune Inc.

Newspaper 
Guild set up packet lines Sunday 
at the plants of the Journal- 
American, the World-Telegram 
& Sun and the Herald Tribune 
—all of which published their 
last editions as separate entities 
during the weekend. 


The pickets signaled the start 
of the third major newspaper 
strike here in less than four 
years. 


The publishers said in their 
original merger announcement 
on March 21: “The economics of 
the newspaper industry in New 
York compel this move.”

France Claims 
NATO Military 
Idea Outdated 


PARIS (AP> — Foreign Min­ 
ister Maurice Couve de Murville 
says 
France 
is quitting the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion’s 
military command be­ 
cause it is out of date, but it 
doesn't want its friendship with 
the United States to diminish. 


“In the nuclear era, this or­ 
ganization does not deal with 
the essential element of defense 
which 
is 
nuclear 
defense,” 
Couve 
de 
Murville 
said. 
“France does not seek a special 
advantage. She is adapting her­ 
self to a new situation and this 
ran only have advantages for 
the equilibrium and peace in 
Europe.” 


President Charles de Gaulle’s 
government 
contends 
that 
NATO’s nuclear arsenal is al­ 
most entirely owned and con­ 
trolled by the United States and 
that NATO has no effective 
hand in it. 


Values U. S. Friendship 
Replying in writing to ques­ 
tions submitted by The Asso­ 
ciated Press, the foreign minis­ 
ter said France values Ameri­ 
can friendship highly. He denied 
that his government plans a non- 
aggression pact with the Soviet 
Union and reiterated that the 
French would like to “contrit> 
ute to a peaceful settlement” in 
Viet Nam. 


Oouve de Murville said that in 
withdrawing from the military 
structure of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, “we are 
acting normally, as any govern­ 
ment, in the interests of our 
country, and we beCieve besides 
that what we are doing is in no 
manner contrary to the well 
understood interests of our al­ 
lies.” 


He stressed that France in­ 
tends to remain part of the 
North Atlantic Treaty signed in 
1949. He pointed out that the 
military organization was devel­ 
oped after the treaty was signed 
and “is in no way a condition of 
it.” The United States feels, 
however, that the military or­ 
ganization is an essential part of 
the alliance. 


Intend« No Offense 
Couve de Murville declared 
that France had no intention of 
offending the United States by 
its stand on NATO or conversion 
of its excess balance of pay­ 
ments into gold. 


“American friendship is an 
ancient precious value to which 
we are all attached in France 
and which we do not wish to see 
disappear or even diminish,” he 
said. 


He noted that the conversion 
of dollar holdings into gold was 
provided for by the Bretton 
Woods agreements and said the 
United States had always done 
this in the same circumstances. 


France notified its NATO al­ 
lies last month that U.S. and 
Canadian forces on iits soil must 
leave within a year and that 
NATO headquarters in France 
must withdraw by the same 
time. The United States wants 
to extend the time ltmit for at 
least another year. 


Asked what France proposes 
to do aoout paying the costs for 
relocating 
NATO, 
Couve 
de 
Murville said: “Settlement of 
financial problems is a matter 
for negotiations, according to 
the provisions of the NATO ac­ 
cords or the Franco-American 
accords.” 


The foreign minister denied 
that French policy was maneu­ 
vering the United States into 
closer cooperation with West 
Germany in military matters.

Dirksen Urges 
Congress Set 
Spending Limit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Re­ 
publican Leader 
Everett 
M. 
Dirksen carries an anti-inflation 
banner into a Senate battle to­ 
day in an effort to limit the 
scope of a bill to combat rural 
poverty. 


Dirksen's announcement in an 
interview that he plans to o|> 
pose what he called an “open- 
end” 
authorization 
for rural 
community 
development 
pro­ 
grams 
surprised 
GOP 
col­ 
leagues who had voted for the 
measure when it was approved 
unanimously by the Senate Ag­ 
riculture Committee. 


Chairman Allen J. EUender, 
D-La., 
had 
predicted 
speedy 
approval of the measure. It is 
designed to carry out President 
Johnson’s 
proposal 
to 
help 
fanners and small town resi­ 
dents obtain some of the advan­ 
tages now limited to cities and 
their suburbs. 


But Dirksen said he wants th» 
cost of this program spelled out 
before the Senate votes on it. 


“This is an example of how 
Congress can open the door to 
unlimited 
government 
spend­ 
ing,” he said. “We are in a peri­ 
od of inflation and we must face 
up to that fact squarely. 


“This is an entirely new ven­ 
ture. What is it going to cost in 
future expenditures at a time 
when we should be cutting down 
on domestic programs to help 
pay for the cost of the Viet Nam 
war?” 


Dirksen said he was informed 
that the measure originally pro- 
• posed an outlay of $285 million. 
, But he said it had been amend- 
! ed to authorize the “appropria- 
! tion of such sums as may be 
necessary” to carry out its pro­ 
visions. 


The legislation would make 
federal funds available for de­ 
velopment planning in rural and 
farm areas. 


Projects under the measure 
would include water and sewage 
| systems, health service, educa- 
¡tional and teaching facilities, 
l recreational and cultural instal­ 
lations, manpower 


Pill Hazard Fear 
Seems Baseless 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fears 
that long-term use of the contro­ 
versial oral birth-control pills 
put out by several firms might 
cause cancer or other adverse 
side-effects appear groundless 
so far, the original developer of 
the pills ^aid today. 


Indeed, declared Dr. Gregory 
Pincus of Worcester. Mass., an 
evaluation of new and past stud­ 
ies of the use of the oral contra­ 
ceptives — being taken by more 
than five million women in the 
United States alone — indi­ 
cates*

Aside 
from 
apparently 
producing no major adverse 
effects on the reproductive and 
other endocrine-gland-regulated 
systems of the female body, the 
pills have achieved “apparent 
correction of certain abnormali­ 
ty states’* m the womb, cervix 
(entrance to the womb) and 
breasts of some women. 


2. 'Hiere’s justification to ex­ 
plore the possibility that long­ 
term use of the piHUs may have 
the added beneficial effect of 
helping protect women from 
developing 
atherosclerosis 
— 
the form of hardening of the 
arteries 
under 
suspicion 
by 
many doctors as being a possi­ 
ble contributor to heart attacks. 


Dr. Pincus, a cofounder of the 
Worcester Foundation for Ex­ 
perimental Biology, gave his 
views in a “progress report” on 
investigations 
into 
long-term 
use of “The Pill,” prepared for 
the spring meeting of the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 


He also said that various stud­ 
ies by other investigators indi­ 
cate the pills — rather than 
being a potential cause of can­ 
cer — appear to be potentially 


protective against both cancer 
of the cervix and breast. 


However, Dr. James A. Shan­ 
non, director of the National 
Institutes of Health, is on record 
as saying that women may be 
“taking a chance” by using the 
pHls — and that the question of 
whether there is a long-term 
hazard, such as cancer, can 
only be settled by keeping close 
tabs on “a substantial number 
of patients over a number of 
years.”

TTie question before the jus­ 
tices is whether police have the 
right to take a blood sample 
from a motorist over his objec­ 
tion to see if he was driving un­ 
der the influence of liquor. 


Armando Schmerber, convict­ 
ed 
in Los Angeles 
in 1964, 
claims police cannot, that an 
involuntary blood test violates 
the 
suspect’s 
constitutional 
rights. 


In effect, his attorney argued 
in papers filed with the court, 
police are being permitted to 
unfairly 
squeeze 
confessions 
from motorists, much as the 
medieval rack squeezed confes­ 
sions. 


But Los Angeles authorities 
said in their brief they took the 
blood sample from Schmerber 
without force, that police offi­ 
cers “had a right to search for 
evidence” and that his constitu­ 
tional rights were not violated. 


In 1957 the court held in a 6-3 
decision that police did not vio­ 
late the Constitution when they 
took a blood sample from an 
unconscious man who had been 
in a highway collision. 


“Modern 
community 
living 
requires 
modern 
scientific 
methods of crime detection lest 
the public go unprotected,” Jus­ 
tice Tom C. Clark said for the 
majority. 


“The increasing slaughter on 
our highways, most of which 
should be avoidable, now reach­ 
es the astounding figures only 
heard on the battlefield,” he 
added. 


The 
three 
dissenters 
were 
Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
the court’s current senior jus­ 
tices, Hugo L. Black and Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas. 


A ruling for Schmerber may 
mean the court will have to 
overrule itself. The way may 
have been eased when the court 
ruled in June 1964 that the Fifth 
Amendment protection against 
possible 
self-incrimination 
is 
binding on the states. 


Back To Books 
Effort Led By 
Negro leaders 


DETROIT (AP) — A student 
boycott nt Northern High School 
entered a fourth day today as 
Negro leaders moved to head 
off a planned boycott of half of 
Detroit’s high schools. 


Officials at predominately Ne­ 
gro Northern said “there seem 
to be more students in classes 
today than last week but we 
won’t know for sure until we 
complete our daily head count 
sometime this afternoon.” 


Attendance at 
the 
school, 
which has an enrollment of 2,- 
300, climbed to 964 last F rid ay - 
more than double the number of 
students who went to class dur­ 
ing the first two days of the 
boycott 
last Wednesday 
and 
Thursday. 


Many of the absent students 
are 
attending 
classes 
at 
a 
“Freedom School” in a nearby 
church. 


To Extend Boycott 
Police said som« 100 students 
paraded in front of Northern for 
about 15 minutes today and then 
went to classes at the Freedom 
School. They said there were no 
incidents. 


Only hours after some 75 pup­ 
ils decided Sunday to foster a 
boycott of 12 high schools next 
Wednesday, school board presi­ 
dent Remus G. Robinson ap> 
pealed 
for 
a 
back-to-school 
movement. 


The 75 youngsters plannad th* 
walkout in sympathy with stu­ 
dents who stayed away from 
classes three days last week at 
Northern High School. Northern 
pupils are protesting alleged 
substandard education at th« 
predominantly 
Negro 
school. 
They vow to stay away until 
their principal is removed. 


Robinson, saying “help m« 
get them back in school," plead­ 
ed with some 2,500 persons at 
the 11th annual Fight for Free­ 
dom 
Dinner of the 
Detroit 
branch of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement oI 
Colored People. 


No Need Now 


The Rev. James E. Wads­ 
worth, local NAACP president, 
told newsmen later “now that 
the school board has indicated 
they are willing to consider stu­ 
dents* requests there is no need 
to continue the boycott.** 


He asserted the NAACP “had 
never supported the boycott it­ 
self,” although the organization 
has asked improvement of edu­ 
cational standards at Northern. 


Most Northern pupils stayed 
away from classes the three 
days, demanding ouster of Prin­ 
cipal Arthur Carty and protest­ 
ing what they say are inferior 
educational opportunities. 


Robinson, who 
received 
a 
standing ovation at the dinner, 
said students who walked out at 
Northern would not be punished. 


“Let our young people know 
they have friends, not enemies, 
on the Board of Education,” h t 
said. 


Principal Slays 


Robinson urged parents not to 
“encourage demands made on 
the school board which entail 
i m p o s s i b l e administrative 
changes and thus turn the ad­ 
ministration of the schools over 
to the students.” 


Samuel M. Brownell, schools 
superintendent, has refused tc 
remove Carty as principal at 
Northern. 


Teen-aged leaders of the boy­ 
cott movement, however, were 
armed with sheets of paper de­ 
scribing a “General Outline for 
the Boycott” which told the 
youngsters: 


—“ Don’t back down if the 
principal or some other admin­ 
istrators threaten you.” 


—“Don’t curse.” 
—“Carry no weapons of any 
kind because police undoubtedly 
will be on the scene.” 


Pearl Cleage, 17, a planner of 
the protest and vice president of 
the senior class at Northwestern 
High School, said “We intend to 
> have 
lines 
in 
front 
of the 
schools” on Wednesday. 


“Then we intend to have a 
rally at a centralized location 
after that,” she said, apparently 
referring to talk that pupils 
would demonstrate Wednesday 
at the Board of Education head­ 
quarters.

The War on Poverty has been getting its lumps 


**^^*This should cause no joy, even in opponents of the 
Johnson Administration which is sponsoring it, becauM 
there is poverty in this country and there should be 
a continuing war on it.

Granting that the War on Poverty was launched 
with honest intention of equalizing economic opportun­ 
ity in this country and not as a cynical g®stui^ to 
improve the image of the Democrats at the polls; there 
was an immense difficulty to overcome in organizing 
a i*escue mission that would not be politically insteaa 
of welfare oriented. 
The administration must stand for judgment in 
congressional elections every two years, so it demanded 
instant results and haste to get them has been the 
cause of much of the failure, where there has been 
failure. Realistically, a poverty program scheduM for 
the future wouldn’t satisfy anyone, but essentially the 
real cure for poverty is education and it’s not a quickie 
process. The substitutes for it are apt to be palliatives, 
not remedies.

Rep. William Ayrfs (R-Ohio) said in the House re­ 
cently that when Poverty Boss Sargent Shriver ap­ 
peared to urge the program two years ago he said “It is 
prudently planned in that every dollar allocated will be 
spent to help the poor. There is no contem]riated huge 
bureaucracy.”

Sh river is an able and brave man in a lions dMi. 
Two years later there are 6,484 permanent federal 
employes with salaries totaling $53.5 million. Of these 
1,100 are drawing more than $14,600 a year, 25 are get­ 
ting more than the base pay of our commander in Viet 
Nam, and five get more than the $26,000 a year paid 
the U.S. commissioner of education, who runs a much 
bigger program.

No big government pi'ogram can be run today with­ 
out a large expenditure for staffing, and criticism of 
tliis sort of spending is prejudicial without being help­ 
ful. So are reports like those of last week that welfare 
i-oller Ozie Bulock has been getting $160.23 a week at 
Detroit fi-om two federal antipoverty programs. 


Or the earlier report that a Detroit couple with 
combined annual income of more than $11,000 got one of 
the first “antipoverty** loans granted there—a $25,000 
check.

These sorts of reports and more like them could 
make the War on Poverty a casualty of this year’s elec­ 
tion and the country would be poorer for it. Officials 
of the Office of Economic Opportunity admit (in priv­ 
ate) that there have been serious mistakes in judgment 
in Washington and all down the line and they say 
there’ll probably be more. 


But they are impressed that there Is need and that 
something can be done to help. Mounting political pres­ 
sures, however, call for them to do something immed­ 
iately. Congressmen want jobs. They suspect Lyndon 
Johnson’s “Great Society” and are wWWng to dump it 
and concentrate on jobs. These means have failed in the 
past and tttere’s no reason to think that they would suc­ 
ceed now.

At the community level, one OEO official admitted 
*‘We talked a lot of nonsense in the beginning about 
letting the poor run their own projects. The basic idea 
is sound, but they weren’t prepared to take over the res­ 
ponsibilities of management. Actuallv they knew' their 
own shortcomings: they were smarter than we were.” 
And the poor have been the most exposively critical 
of the War on Poverty as it’s beinpr foujrht. Under the 
sponsorship of the Citizens Crusade Ajrpinsl Poverty, 
which represents 125 social-welfare ajrencies and other 
prn>ups, they gathered at Waslnnpton recently. CCAP 
Chairman Walter Reuther. whose United Auto Workers 
bankrolled the two-year-old orijanization with a million 
dollar donation, set a critical tone bv saying the Great 
Society couldn’t be built with “halfway, half-hearted” 
measures or by appropriations “measured with an eye­ 
dropper.” (President Johnson is proposing a S1.75 bil­ 
lion anti-poverty apprapriation next year.)

Sh river, told to “shut un”, said he w’asn’t going to par­ 
ticipate in a riot and left. 


Poverty is the want of many thinffs. The jiovern- 
ment isn’t going: to supply all of them soon and a poor 
prog-ram of aid will discredit the effort and make even­ 
tual achievement more difficult. 


The givatest single misdirection of the War on 
Poverty has been the creation of a political bureaucracy 
to conduct it while b>’passin)r the agencies winch have 
been dealing: with it and know most about it and could 
have done most to alleviate it if their resoui’ces had been 
expanded.
